Silencers were required for the first 
time indoors at the recent Madison 
Square Garden races and they greatly 
improved the show. Few, if any, 
spectators noticed the difference, seeing 
indoor racing for the first time.

Indoor racing as presented -by 
Yamaha and Trojan Enterprises appears 
like the way to bring motorcycle racing 
to the big cities. The idea of racing 
around a 80-yard slab of concrete has 
been unfavorably compared to wrestling 
or roller derby, but the simile loses its 
validity because the professionalism 
shown by the AMA racers rescues 
indoors from comparison with such 
shlock shows and elevates it to a 
categroy all its own. Twenty-lap, 
controlled near-crashes on concrete may 
not be every race fan’s thing, but I think 
it is a valid enough expression of speed 
competition to rate a National Circuit 
all its own. If the AMA doesn’t start one 
soon, somebody else should.

ROCK WOOD WINS ASCOT OPENER 


GARDENA, CAL., Feb. 7, 1971 — Nearly one fourth of the nation’s top 
Experts from last year’s national standings were on hand for the 
openining professional half mile race of the year at Ascot on Sunday 


afternoon, Feb. 7th. 


The total entry, largest ever for an opening event in So. Calif., topped 
the 160 rider mark. The groove was wide, the track hard, the racing fast 
and the purse totaled just under $2,000 for the winners. 


1970 Ascot champion Tom 
Rockwood and his Triumph was 
the man to beat from time tirals 
on. Tom ‘was nearly a half a 
second faster than second fast 
man, Gene Romero, in the one lap 


trials against the clock. 

In the five Expert heat races, that 
included more than fifty Experts, 
Rockwood and his team Triumph again 
took the fastest win, ahead of Mert 
Lawwill, Paul Bostrom and John 
Hateley. 

Other Expert heat race winners were; 
Jimmy Odom, Dave Aldana, Keith 
Mashburn and Terry Dorsch, who upset 
Gene Romero and Lloyd Houchins. 

Three of the four members of the 
1970 Triumph team qualified for the 
three lap Trophy Dash with Don Castro 
getting to the first turn first and holding 
Rockwood off to the finish line for 
Tom’s only setback of the afternoon. 
Romero ran third with Cliff Aksland in 
fourth. 

Some of the best racing came in the 
15 lap Expert feature. Bostrom jumped 
to an early lead. Rockwood was fourth 
at the end of the first lap with 
Mashburn second and Odom in third. 

Rockwood nailed Odom on the 
second lap and Mashburn on the third 
round to pull in behind Bostrom. Then 
on lap five it was the nation’s ninth 
ranked racer taking the lead and leaving 
the remaining eleven riders to do battle 
for second on back. 

Mashburn and his Yamaha 650 
moved into second on lap six with Tom 
and Keith pulling away from the field. 
On lap nine, Aldana dove under Odom 
and Romero, as Jimmy and Gene 
crashed together on turn two. Odom 
was up and running but Romero was 


failed to finish for a transfer to the main 
event. 

Mike Haney, Bill Manley and new 
Expert Wayne Hosaka were involved in 
a three rider crash in one of the heat 
race on the first tum. Hosaka 
cartwheeled over the crashwall and was 
hospitalized. On the re-start, Haney 
crashed again in the same spot and

assisted to the pits with a twisted ankle. 

Aldana and BSA kept charging to 
eventually finish in third place ahead of 
Bostrom. Jim Rice, the December 
daytime half mile winner, could climb 
to no better than seventh this time. 

Only two first time rookie Experts 
made the half-mile. Terry Dorsch 
finished sixth with Portland’s Chuck 
Joyner in fifth. Joyner supplied much 
action in his heat race when he forgot to 
turn the gas on and nearly stopped a 
half a lap back of the leaders before 
realizing what was wrong. 

Then the fine Northwest rider got 
going and going fast enough to come 
from far back to take fourth and a 
transfer to the Semi. Starting last in the 
Semi, Joyner zapped many veterans to 
go on for the win and a spot in the final.

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EVEL’S NEW CANYON- 
CROSSER TAKES SHAPE 


By Charles Clayton 


Construction is under way on Evel 
Knievel’s “Skycycle Mark I,” with 
which (or in a machine similar to it) the 
famed daredevil will attempt to fly 
across the % mile gorge of the Snake 
River, the last untamed great river in 
America. 

“Actually, this machine is being built 
to work out the theories,” says builder 
Don Edmunds of Auto Research in 
Anaheim. “Probably the Mark II or 
Mark III will be the one used in the 
jump.” 

The design worked out by Edmunds 
and rocket designer Doug Malwicki is a 
semi-monocoque, stressed skin capsule, 
which Edmunds claims gives great 
rigidity for optimum weight. Although 
Knievel is sponsored by 
Harley-Davidson Motor Co., and uses 
their motorcycles in his exhibition 
jumps around the country, the Skycycle 
is powered solely by a steam jet engine, 
using superheated, compressed 
Tumwater (Olympia Brewing Co. is 
another of Knievel’s sponsors). 
“Tumwater is the only liquid pure 
enough to not clog up the jets,” claims 
Evel, with a straight face. 

Original plans were ‘to utilize a solid 
fuel rocket but that plan was scrapped, 
in favor of the steam jet, built by Bob 
Truax of Potomac, Md., which can be 
throttle controlled. The change came 
after Edmunds contacted the rocket 
company and asked them what they had 
available. 


changes when Knievel decided he would 
stay in the machine when the Paranetics 
recovery system built by Russ Wheeler 
of Los Angeles parachutes the vehicle 
back to earth. Edmunds will build a 
crushable nose cone to absorb landing 
impact, and the rider (pilot?) will be 
cushioned in shock absorbing material. 
Edmunds doesn’t expect the daredevil 
to escape unscathed when he rides ‘er 
down, “But at least,” Edmunds vows, 
“There'll be something in there 
moaning,” when rescurers reach the 
Skycycle.

Prospectors Strike Gold! 


By Ron Schneiders 


RED MOUNTAIN, CAL., Feb. 7, 1971 
— The prospectors of 100 years ago 
roamed the Mojave desert in search of 
gold and other valuable minerals, but 
most often they didn’t find anything 
but disappointment, hard work, and 
sometimes death in the uncaring desert. 
Today’s Prospectors M.C. has 
established a custom with their 
Goldrush Enduro which annually brings 
hundreds of riders out into the desert to 
search for their own type of gold: good 
riding on challenging trails. Because we 
are in a modern age and are doing what 
we do for fun, we tend to forget that 





the desert cares as little for us as it did 
for the earlier prospectors. On occasion, 
hard work, disappointment and death can 
accompany the search for gold on a 
motorcycle. 

The Prospectors originally planned to 
have their enduro down towards Mojave 
and off in the interesting mountains to 
the west of the highway that they have 
been using for years. This year they ran 
into an insurmountable problem. There 
was plenty of public land in the 
mountains. for the run, but no way to 
get back out. Red Rock Canyon has 
been declared a State Park and other 
possible exits have to cross the private, 
checkerboarded holdings of the ranchers 
who either could not be located or 
would not give permission. Two months

ago the Prospectors had to admit defeat 
and move their run to the less desirable 
but more hospitable Red Mountain area. 
What followed was hard work such as 
would have left some of the early 
prospectors panting. 

A challenging enduro for more than 
800 riders is not easily accomplished. If 
a hill is so difficult that a good 
percentage of the riders won’t make it, 
then it’s likely to prove to be a 
bottleneck and nothing ruins a run 
faster than to have 500 riders back up 
behind two riders who are sideways on 
the only available route. The 
Prospectors were not only faced with 
the problem of providing a good run for 
a lot of people, but they were in 
territory with which they were 
unfamiliar, and had very little time to 
lay out a course. For the two months 
previous to the run the Prospectors had 
25-man work parties out every weekend 
and, to partially quote Prospector 
president Rex Hopkins, “They worked 
their ----- off. I mean they were out on 
the trail early in the morning and they 
stayed out all day. There wasn’t any 
back-to-the-camp-for-lunch”. 

The last marking was finished on 
Saturday night and the Prospectors felt 
they had a right to celebrate. But the 
desert wasn’t finished with them yet. 
Prospector Don Flynn’s boy Mike rode 
into a mineshaft, fell 80 feet, and was 


killed. The Prospectors had come close 


to calling off the run seveal times 
already and many members felt it should 
be called off then and there. It seemed 
like a jinxed operation. But the run was 
a tradition, the riders were already 
camped and waiting and there was 
nothing to be gained by calling it off. 
But there wasn’t much joy left in it 
either. So if the Prospectors who 
checked you Sunday didn’t seem like 
their usual cheerful 
inebriated selves Sunday, that’s why. 

The morning loop was to the East of 
Highway 395. It started off in a 
south-east direction at a good clip, 25 
mph. For the early riders there were 
some hellishly difficult spots when the 
direction of run, the slope of a hill and 
the angle of the sun combined to 
provide a rocky blinding anteway into 
the private chambers of Beelzebub. 

Working generally toward the 
southeast, the run got almost over to 
Bird Spring before turning noth toward 
the Cuddleback Gunnery Range, 
crossing a neat little dry lake on the way. 
We paralleled the gunnery range for its 
entire length before turning west along 
the Steam Wells Road. Some of the 
riders who knew the area might have 
thought it was all over becauuse that 
road goes right back to Red Mountain, 
but they were wrong. Before the gas 
check we had a detour into the Lava 
mountains where the going got fairly 
tough, and there was a check in there to 
keep you honest. A long dirt road into 
the camp gave most of the riders a 
chance to make up their minutes, so 
most people arrived at the gas check 
pretty much on time. 

In the afternoon section (for later 
numbers — I left at 10:33 for the 
“afternoon section”) things started off 
rather easily, going up an abandoned 
asphalt road. But the easy part didn’t 
last long. We were soon working our 
way high up on Govenment Peak. One 
tough rocky section would be followed 
by 100 yards of relatively level ground 
then up another rocky pitch, One 
Novice rider commented, “as I was 
pushing my bike over those steep 
uphills, all I could think about was the 
downhills that were coming!” 

There were some pretty good 
downhills, including one that went over 
virgin ground (rock, that is) but there 
weren’t any that a really good rider 
couldn’t ride down. For most of us 
though, it was time. for the old Number 


happy, slightly 


11 outrigger and don’t count the dabs, 
just the falls. 

Out of the mountains for awhile, we 
got on some of the oldest, steepest, 
most miserable- whoop-de-doos in the 
desert that just went on for about 10 
miles but it seemed like 30. A good part 
of time we were not more than 100 
yards off the Red Rock-Randsburg 
Road, but’ no one that I saw felt it 
necessary to cheat and ride the road. Or 
maybe it was just fear of the baby faced 
bruisers in the black and whites. 

Back into the mountains again for 
more up, up, up. We reached almost 
5,000 feet before we started down. The 
schedules were tight enough so that you 
really had to fly, if you once got 
behind. I stopped for five minutes to 
take some pictures and it took me 20 
miles to get back on schedule. 

One of the spots that proved 
interesting to a lot of people was a shelf 
about five feet high in a narrow sort of 
wash. Everyone had his own idea for the 
best way to get down but neatest of all 
was the guy right in front of me. He 
stopped, looked at it for a minute then 
lifted the rear end of the bike around so 

at_the machine was parallel to the 


edge. He then scrambled 

bank, trying to hold the bike up from 
below. Naturally this didn’t work and 
the next thing I knew the fellow flew 
through the air and did a beautiful 
tuck-and-roll to land 25 ft. downstream. 
His bike bounced far enough to be out 
of my path and the last I saw of him, he 
was sitting cross-legged on the ground 
talking to himself. 

The run finished with an easy dirt 
road into the pits. Most people that I 
talked to felt that the run was tough 
enough to suit them, particularly the 
second loop. I though the marking was 
some of the best I’d ever seen, with a 
yellow streamer seemingly always in 
sight and turns marked with arrows, 
ribbon, lime and everything but flashing 
neon lights. Some guys got lost even 
so, and got onto the Four Aces course 
that was a few miles over and also 
marked with yellow ribbon. Among 
them was one of my team members. I 
asked him where he got off the course. 
“I don’t know,” he said. “I was just 
going along thinking I was on the course 
and suddenly I was feeling very lonely. I 
couldn’t follow the trail back.” A 
couple other guys said essentially the 
same thing. The run was about 84 miles 
long. 

The clocks Prospectors were using 
were about the most accurate that I’ve 
observed. I spot-checked three of them 
and they were within 5 seconds of one 
another! 

A protest was lodged by CEA 
regarding the first check on the second 
loop. They claimed the mileage was 
more than a mile off. The club referee 
sent a team back to check it and they 
reported the mileage was right within a 
couple tenths. Sometimes it’s possible 
to take an alternate path and have it

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HOW TO SCORE AN ENDURO 





Editor’s note: Using this system in a 
California Enduro would guarantee the 
run’s instant popularity. One or two 
points which Don omitted deserve a 
little comment. It goes without saying 
that the club referee should make the 
chart and should be the only one to 
have access to it before the run. A rider 
who had access to the chart would have 
a significant advantage! For the same 
reason, times should be marked on the 
cards and initialed or some such. No 
cards with alterations should be 
accepted. The cards that are commonly 


used are shippers tags that are very © 


cheap, already lined, and have wire 
attached which can be used to attach 
the tag to a button hole or zipper. A 
club which was going to stage several 
enduros a year could well invest in some 
time clocks which would automatically 





punch the correct time on the rider’s 
card. 

The one big objection which is likely 
to arise is that the system would be too 
slow but a little arithmetic will show 
that this is not so. If each operation on 
each card took 30 seconds (very 
generous estimate for efficient people), 
for an enduro with 500 entrants, and 
250 finishers, which is about normal, 
this is how it would be: 250 cards times 
3 operations times % minute per 
operation divided by 3 people (who are 
sharing the work) equals 125 minutes. 
Or just a little over two hours. If the 
riders leave five on a minute, they will 
be coming in over a 100 minute interval 
plus an hour for latecomers who are not 
disqualified. Total available time is 160 
minutes, more than enough for the 
scoring, 


The Quick, Easy Way 


By Don Woods 


Every time I read about an enduro 
held in the West, the thing I notice most 
is that there are no results. Always, the 
writer of the enduro article makes some 
comment about the final results being 
ready in a couple of weeks and usually 
there is a certain amount of uncertainty 
about the final scores. 

I’m not saying we’re perfect back 
East, but, we probably run a lot more 
enduros, and some of the scoring 
systems that are now in use would really 
be a big help to the Western clubs that 
hold enduros. 

I am going to outline a system by 
which an on-the-ball Club, with a little 
preparation before the run, can easily 
have the scores posted within an hour or 
so after the run. 

For purposes of illustration,’ we’ll 
stage a fictitious enduro and show how 
the checks are set up. 

The run will be 60.4 miles long and 
will have 5 checks. Each rider will 
receive a cardboard card with his name 
and number on it (See figure No. 1). 
The card will list each of the five 
checks. This is the only record there will 
be of the rider’s scores for the run and it 
will be his responsiblity to see that the 
checker writes his arrival time on his 
card and that the card is turned in at the 
end of the run. 

The organizers of the event, in 
advance, have made up a master sheet 
listing the checks and each rider’s time 
of arival. 

The five checks on the run are at the 
following mileage points:

Therefore, the chart will appear thusly: 
Upon completion of the run, the 

rider goes to a long table, where he hands 

over his card to the Ist official. This 
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Officials’ scoring chart. 
Right: Completed rider's card is turned 
in at finish. 


official writes in the rider’s scheduled 
arrival time (according to the chart) 
below the actual arrival time that was 
written on the card at each check point. 
To avoid any chance of confusion, this 
official uses a different color ink for the 
scheduled times than was used by the 
check markers for the actual times. 

The rider’s card is passed to the 2nd 
official at the table who subtracts the 
times and lists the number of points lost 
at each check, then adds them for a 
total of points lost by the rider. 

The rider then takes the card to the 
3rd and last official at the table, who 
records his total points lost on a master 
sheet that is made up by class. The rider 
is able to see and check his score before 
the total is posted and he gets to keep 
his card after his score is posted on the 
master sheet. As the last rider’s score is 
listed, the officials can see who placed 
where, according to the points on the 
master sheet and give out the awards. In 
case of ties, the 3rd check, where 
seconds as well as minutes are counted, 
breaks the tie. 

The riders need to have the system 
explained to them at the riders meeting 
prior to the run and they should be told 
that they may have to stand in line for a 
few minutes while their score is being 
posted. But believe me, this system is 
fast and any rider would much rather 
stand in line fora few minutes than wait 
two weeks to find out how he finished.

23 years, the Salinas Ramblers’ “Sand 
Pit” has received its first face lifting and 
it is a great improvement.

for their particular machine. It does seem-to be a consensus of opinion among Husky 


owners that “who cares? Nothing ever goes wrong with a Husky anyhow, so why 
worry about it?” From what | have been able to ascertain, this is true to a very large 


extent, it is a very well-built machine. 
The one thing that should be checked periodically, no matter what brand you 


ride, is the ignition timing. If a rider has purchased his Husky second-hand, chances 
are he didn't get an owners handbook with it, and any rider who knows what 
improper ignition timing can do to a machine will think twice before going at it 


blind. For the sake of those who would like to check their timing, here is the 


procedure, it is simple and easy and can be performed with a minimum of trouble. 


1.) To remove the right-hand side cover over 
the magneto, remove the five screws (arrows) 
shown here. The shift lever does not have to 
be removed as it will come away with the 
cover. Note how it engages with the shifting 
mechanism so that it can be located right 
when reassembling it or the cover will not fit 
home. 


2.) The contacts can be cleaned and checkea 
through the inspection holes provided in the 
flywheel. If the contacts have to be replaced 
you will have to remove the flywheel. First 
remove the flywheel nut. You will probably 
be hard pressed to find a 25mm wrench, so if 
you must use a 26mm, use. a six-point such as

nut is a left-hand thread. 


3.) After removing the nut, install the factory 
puller and remove the flywheel and replace 
the contacts. If you do not have one of these 
pullers, purchase one. Do not attempt to 
remove the flywheel by any other means or 
serious damage may result. 


4.) After cleaning up the old contacts or 
installing new ones, set the gap between .014 
— .018 thousands and attach a buzz box or 
other device to the contacts to check the 
exact point at which they open.

5.) The points should just break as the punch 
mark on the flywheel aligns with the mark on 
the case (arrows) on the inside of the cover 
screw boss. Adjust the contact gap until this 
comes about and then recheck the contact 


gap. 


6.) If the point gap cannot be held within the 


tolerances previously stated, the backing plate 
will have to be rotated accordingly. To do 
this, the three backing plate screws can be 
loosened through the hole provided in the 
flywheel by rotating the flywheel in position 
over each one as shown. When the timing is 
correct, lock the screws down and recheck the 
timing. Reinstall the cover and you are on 
your way.

has leased an exquisite piece of land 
known as Star Ranch for one day. This 
is the first meeting for the SCTA since 
the club was overhauled recently, and, 
by the club’s own admission they 
“made a few mistakes” 

The so-called “mistakes” were simply 
that the eight sections, plus the three 
extra Expert/Master traps, were not 
“hard enough.” As a result, the day 
ended with an extraordinary number of 
ties. 

For example, the two top Amateurs, 
Gene Stewart and Jim Sheehan, both 
finished three 8-section loops without 
putting their foot down once. They had 
to brake the tie in an Expert section and 
Stewart was the winner. 

Experts Jeff Koskie, Stephen Martin, 
Dean Klitpert, and Richard Delaney 
finished with a respective score of 30, 
32, 33, and 34. 

But to top things off, the two 
low-point Masters had 10 a piece. 
Richard Bledsoe had 24 perfect rides 
and four one-dabbers. Kevin Walker also 
had 24 cleans, but had FIVE sections 
where he lost a single point, thus giving 
Walker the win. And the next two 
Masters were tied with 19 dabs each! 
Mark Eggar was awarded third place 
after tallying up more zero-point 
sections than Victor Conaway. 

It may surprise some people to find 

‘such a docile sport as observed trials 
having a suspenseful sudden-death 
finish. Most trials irders, or at least the 
ones I talked with today, are a bunch of 
veterans of the desert, TT, and even 
motoocross. That mystical love for 





controlling a child of brilliant 
engineering, the motorcycle, does not 
die nearly as quickly as a man’s 
youthful reflexes and coordination. 
High speed is a minor part of the 
bike-riding game and comes easily with 
a roll of the throttle. Otherwise, trials 
are essentially the same as most forms 
of two-wheeled competition. Balance, 
braking, correct judgment, and even the 
ability to unload safely are still prime 
requisites. It is little wonder that trials, 
described by one man as “the elite”, is 
growing so quickly. 

While the origin of the “old man’s 
sport” myth is obvious, (and partly true 
since anyone born before the surrender 
of the Third Reich is considered old), I 
was frankly astonished at the number of 
non-old-men competing. Nancy Walters, 
wife of trials ace John, had entered on 
her Bultaco. While she rode from 
section to section, four mini-biking 
children would obediently follow her, 
duck-duckling style. Bruce Brown, 
super-cinema-photographer, passed me 
at least a half-dozen times during my 
seven-mile trials hike. Lots of families 
were having picnics in the lush green 
fields, digging the competition. 

What we have here is the New 
American Leisure Class engaged in an 
activity substantially healthier than 
re-runs of “The Fugitive.“ Despite the 
fact that things did got a bit awry, and 
most riders did admit it was “too easy”, 
I heard not one person say they didn’t 
have a great time. So I’ll be out there 
again, for sure...With a bike.

A red flag means the 
race is stopped wherever it’s shown, so 
if you see that, get your little left hand 
paw in the air, slow down and pull off, 
the race is over. The red is displayed 
only when there’s a real necessity to 
stop a race so don’t ignore it. So please 
rider, re-read this until you get it down 
pat so that you won’t be left on the 
starting line when the starter waves a 
green one at you and you thought it 
should be white! Green for go! 

At last night’s District 37 meeting, 
Referee Larry Haley held a caucus with 
other stewards and decided that the 
action of the Competition Committee 
on the earned numbers it (1-99 only, all 
others first come, first served) was 
possibly a mistake...so we are now back 
to the old system again. This was 
greeted by clapping and cheering. Still, 
with the work load he has I can well 
understand that he may only come up 
with a full points list only twice a year. 
There’s nothing in the rule book that 
says you even have to count the points 
until the end of the year but the 
stewards have always bent over 
backwards to tally ‘em up and get them 
to the papers so riders can see where 
they stand. If you’ve ever tried it, you’d 
know just how much work it entails. So 
as customary, the stewards will keep 
their tally up-to-date month by month 
but you just might not be seeing the 
standings in the papers so often.

ORLANDO, FLA., Jan. 24, 1971 — 
Months of anxious, dreaming, scheming, 
planning and promotion climaxed here 
today as the Sunshine state demolished 
all geographical barriers and stormed 
into the arena of big time professional 
motocross with the initial event of the 
Winter-AMA series.

Though pressed somewhat by 
Californian Gary Bailey and Florida 
legend Johnny Lee, Higgins’ 
comfortable lead was never seriously 
headed as his consistent, down-to-earth 
style kept him on top of his mount and 
in front of the competition. Higgins 
went on to win the 250cc class overall 
with Bailey second and Donald Smith of 
Jacksonville, Fla., third. 

On the line for the Open competition 
was a somewhat smaller field of bikes, 
but the sprinkling of stars was just as 


ample. Bryan Kenney, second place 
American in the Trans-AMA series, was 
down from Cleveland with his powerful 
Husky; Ron Stockman and his 
California based CZ was also on hand. 
Also, Mike Runyard, riding an 
“experimental” factory Montesa. If this 
was the first test of the new machine, 
the VIVA boys are really happy as the 
youngster from the West Coast 
absolutely zapped the competition.

SHOP 


General Motors assembly plant. 

We went over there to check it out 
and found a big, clean shop, well 
lighted, with a competent and.friendly 
staff. 

If you bring your bike in there you 
will get a rack to put it on so you can 
work on it standing up. A workbench 
goes with the rack. 

You get a box full of standard 
metric, British or American tools to 
work with. If you need something in 
addition to these, like a hone, or a valve 
spring compressor, or that special puller, 
they will have it over at the tool room. 

(A word about those special pullers. 
The shop staff admits that, at present, 
they don’t have all the pullers for every 
bike. But if you bring in your machine 
and need a special tool for it, they will 
go out immediately and buy it. With 
this policy, they figure that in a few 
months they will acquire all the special 
tools people really need.) 

In addition to these tools, the shop 
provides gas and arc welders, a couple of 
parts cleaning- tanks, carburetor cleaner, 
repair manuals, etc. 

They even have a lounge to sit 
around in, so in case your girlfriend gets 
tired of watching you work on your 
bike, she can go watch tv for awhile. Or 
bring you coffee from the perk in there. 

About the only work you won’t be 
able to do at Motorcycle Selfservice is 
machine work, which is sent over to 
Johnson and Wood, nearby machinists. 

For all these goods and services you 
have to pay, of course. But the charges 
are nominal. For the rack and 
workbench the rent is $1 an hour. For 
the tools it costs another $1 an hour. 

If you use the arc welder, you pay 25 
cents for every rod you use. For the gas 
welder you pay $1.70 per hour for the 
gas you use. 

The lounge is free. 

Okay, but wait a minute, you say. 
Suppose I start a job one day but don’t 
have time to finish it. Do they charge 
me for every hour my bike sits on the 
rack while I’m not there to work on it? 

No, they don’t. You pay rent only 
when you’re there with your machine. 
Within reason, of course. If you start a 
job one evening and come back the next 
to finish it, that’s fine. But if you don’t 
come back until next week, there will 
be a $2 per day storage charge. 

One of the best advantages of the 
Motorcycle Selfservice deal is that there 
is always a mechanic on hand to help in 
case you get stuck on something. And 
for his aid you don’t pay anything 
extra. 

The mechanics are Walt Ramey, his 
son Ed, and Sterling Goin. Together 
with business manager Sandy Weitzman, 
these four men are the owners and staff 
of the new enterprise. 

You'll rarely find all of them in the 
shop at any one time. Motorcycle

PHOENIX, ARIZ., Jan. 31, 1971 — 
While most Arizonans sat and watched 
millions of their tax-dollars gets blasted 
toward the moon, a meager crowd of 
about 150 turned out to see two hours 
of fender-banging Manzanita Speedway 
jalopy racing. A fewstayed to see the 
motocross held after the jalopies left. 

More than 50 bikes were entered in 
the dusty Manzy event which began at 2 
p.m. and ran into semi-darkness. 

It had been four hours since the 
water truck had doused the track when 
the first moto was run. In the 75-degree 
temperature the clay had dried, making 
for dusty racing conditions. 

But before the race, the crowd was 
treated to the heroics of many 
motocrossers, practicing at racing speeds 
minus helmets. 

When the flagman was asked if this 
was allowed by the officials and their 
insurance company, he said stopping 
participants for not wearing helmets was 
not within his power. Finally, the 
promoter of the motocross stopped the 
riders and asked them to don headgear. 
Some did. 

The toughest competition of the day 
came in the 250 and Open Senior 
classes. 

In the first 250 moto, the Juniors 
and Seniors were run together. Tom 
Halford, Senior, on a Bultaco, took the 
lead on the first lap and held his 
position to the finish. Halford was 
followed to the flag by CZ-mounted 
Butch Bear. 

Brothers Jim and Tom Halford 
tangled on the first lap of the next 250 
Senior moto, letting Bob Morgan on an 
ailing Sprite GT by into third place. 
Morgan’s Sprite was stuck in third gear 
after his transmission failed in practice. 
He was passed by both Halfords on the 
next lap. 

Beard was in the lead until Brian 
LaPlante got his Maico sorted out after 
the lap one pile up. LaPlante pulled a 
slight lead on Beard for the finish 
followed by Halford. 


-The sun was disappearing and the 


temperature was dropping into the 
cool-50s when the final 250 Senior 
moto was run. 

LaPlante took the lead from the start 
followed by Jim Halford on a Greeves. 
Sandwiched in between the other 
Halford was Beard who later expressed 
his dislike for the arrangement.

the mud just past the jump. He was 
taken by ambulance to a local hospital 
where, according to a hospital 
spokesman, he was treated and released. 

Byron Boaz, CZ, grabbed the lead on 
the start of the first Open Senior moto. 
Boaz was closely followed by 
AJS-mounted Brian Ross till the last lap 
when Ross slipped by Boaz for the win. 

The tables were turned on Ross in 
the second moto. Dennis Himes on a 
day-old Greeves came from third place 
to catch Ross at the last turn of the last 
lap. At the flag it was Himes ahead of 
Ross by less than 10-feet. 

In the final moto, Himes powered 
away from the pack of Boaz, Ross and 
Neime (Maico) to finished in that order. 

But, even, with his two Open wins, 
Himes was placed behind Ross in the 
final standings. 

In other racing action, Danny Croyle 
on a Sachs made a clean-sweep of the 
125-Senior action. His only threat came 
in the final 125 moto when he fell, 
letting Charles Lampe by on a Yamaha. 
Croyle turned-it-on to catch the 
Yamaha — and did. Croyle took the flag 
by one-half bike length in a heart 
thumping finish. 

Officials said they were pleased with 
the 50-bike turn out and said the bike 
attrition rate for the races was down to 
around 20 per cent compared to races 
held one year ago when less than half 
the field completed all three motos. 
Better bike and rider preparation was 
cited for the change. 

The next Manzy motocross is 
planned for Feb. 14.

RARE RAYS GREET CEDAR 
VALLEY SCRAMBLERS 


By Terry Newfarmer 


FAIRFIELD, UTAH, Jan. 31,1971 —A 
rare ray of January sunshine fell on the 
133 riders who turned out to take on 
the 48-mile Cedar Valley Hare 
Scrambles near here, which was 
climaxed for the riders by a long shale 
descent, topped with a foot of mud. 

Preston Gerber of Lehi grabbed an 
early lead on his 400 Husqvarna, and 
pulled away. Turning lap times of 25 
minutes on the 12-mile course, he 
finished miles ahead of Dave Crandall, 
also on a big Husky. Close behind 
Crandall was the top 250 rider, Gary 
Mikkelson, on a Yamaha, followed by 
David Baylok on a 250 Bultaco 
PurSang. 

Open class rider Bob Balderston was 
fifth overall on a Husky, but probably 
the ride of the day was turned in by 
Calvin Crosby, who took first 175 and 
sixth overall on a 125 Penton. The 
course gave a strong edge to the big 
bikes. with several long rocky climbs, 
but Crosby made up the time up on the 
pegs through the mudholes and in top 
gear on the descents. 

After another group of big bikes, led 
by Adrian Nebeker on a new 350 
Motosport Honda, Clay Bundy finished 
13th overall and first trailbike on a 
Hodaka. 

Still considered unusual in Utah was 
the Le-Mans start, and the tire pumps, 
‘sticks, etc. used to prop up bikes with 
no kickstand just about put the 
“domino theory” into practice. The top 
of an old train trestle was chosen for the 
start, with the riders crawling up the 
soft slope from 50 feet below at the 
gun. 

There was no easy route>to the 
smoke bombs — you could take your 
pick of a rocky shale sidehill or a mud 
flat, laced with deep gullies with 
snowdrifts at the bottom. 

The course stayed rough, with lots of 
climbing and descending, but with fun 
trails for fast on-the-pegs-riding in 
between deep V. gullies a little too big

for most of us to,jump. A hundred-yard 
unavoidable mud hole added variety if 
you like that sort of thing. 

Although the distance was not long, 
the course held the number of finishers 
down to 64 of the 133 entrants.
